UPPER COLORADO WATER DEVELOPMENT 
PROJECT 

Recently the Senate-House Committee agreed on this 
780 millon dollar project. The project covers area in 
five states. It is the second largest reclamation project 
ever considered by Congress. The Missouri Basin Devel¬ 
opment was the largest. 

The project authorizes water storage, power, and ir¬ 
rigation. 

The following dams are included: Flaming Gorge Dam, 
on the Green River, $82,942,000; Navajo Dam, on the 
San Juan River, $36,592,000; Glen Canyon Dam, on the 
Colorado River just below the Utah-Arizona line, $421, 
270,000. One additional dam may be constructed if Sec¬ 
retary of Interior finds benefits exceed costs. This dam 
is the Curecanti Dam on the Gunnison River in Colorado. 

It is planned that this project will pay for itself in 
fifty years. 

Chairman of the Navajo Tribal Council said that pass¬ 
age of this project is a "tremendous step in the advance¬ 
ment of Navajo People." The Project will make possible 
irrigation of over 100,000 acres of land on Navajo Re¬ 
servation. In addition this construction will make it pos¬ 
sible for Navajos to get employment.

For the past five years I have enjoyed editing Adahoo- 
niligii and working with the Navajo people and the 
Navajo language. I must say that both the people and 
their language are wonderful. I feel that it is only through 
language that a person can develop full appreciation of 
culture. 

The first time I saw the Reservation area was in 1 940. 

I merely traveled through. Later in 1 948 I became prin¬ 
cipal of the Carson Indian School where Navajo children 
attended. I learned to respect and admire these sincere, 
hard working, children. 

Latter I was transfered to a supervisory poisition on the 
Navajo Reservation. This gave me a better chance to 
learn more about the people. However, it was not until 
I was assigned to head up the Navajo language program 
that I really gained a more true appreciation of culture 
and people. 

It will perhaps be a long time before the Navajo 
language is extinct. When and if that day comes I am 
proud to say that l have had a small part along with 
many others in its preservation.

Last Spring, Congress made funds available to encour¬ 
age production of wool in the United States. They pro¬ 
pose to do this by paying sheepmen more money for 
the wool they sold than it actually brought at time of 
sale. This is called "Wool Incentive Payment". It is paid 
from duty collected on foreign wools imported into this 
country. 

There is some "red tape" connected with the program: 

I. A wool grower has to make application for the 
money by March 31, 1956, from the wool shorn in 

1955. 

2 Payment will not be made until after March 31, 

1956. 

In order to obtain the extra money to which all sheep¬ 
man are entitled for the the wool they produced and sold 
last year, each one must do certain things. 

1. Obtain the orginal sales document from the person 
who brought the wool. The document must show 
the name and address of the seller, date of sale, 
net weight of wool (Mohair), price per pound, gross 
amount, marketing deductions, if any, amount paid 
producer (usually the same as gross amount), name 
and address of purcheser.

I New Mexico - Take your sales document to the 
Agricultural Stabilization and Conservation Office 
in the county where your headquarters are located

County, City Hall, Aztec). The people in the office 
will fill out the application for you. 

I I Arizona - Fillout the "Application for Incentive 
Payment Shorn Wool" Form 46. In Arizona the 
traders have been supplied with copies of the Form 
and you can obtain it from them. You may fill out 
the form yourself or have someone help you fill it 
out. 

The applicant must sign the form in two places. Section 
C. and Section E. 

Show your Census Number on both the sales document 
and application. 

Take or mail the application and sales document to 
the ASC Office in the county where you live: Conconino 
County - Flagstaff; Apache County - St. Johns; Navajo 
County - Holbrook.

A LITERACY FIELD UNIT 


Mr. Kenneth Foster is the literacy teacher at Sheep 
Spring, New Mexico. He travels from hogan to hogan 
can read: Adahooniligii. They alson can write letter in 
where people gather to study. Most of his student now 
the Navajo language. 

Such training make it possible for non-English speak¬ 
ing Navajos to be able to have some means of written 
communication. Also they can read about the things 
that happen, in the Navajo Language Newspaper and 
other publications. 

This training also opens the door for continued train¬ 
ing m English. Few things learn in reading and writing 
Navajo cannot be reused in learning English. 

When non-English speaking Navajos study the Navajo 
language they must study one thing. The interpretation 
of printed symbols into sound they know. When a non- 
English speaking Navajos studies English they must 
learn, (1) interpretation of printed symbols into sound 
with which they are unfarmiliar, (2) combining unfa¬ 
miliar sound to unfamiliar words, use of unfamiliar 
words to unfamiliar thought structures, and (4) reeding 
material outside their established social pattern of life. 
Therefore it is very difficult for adult Navajos to learn 
English and much easier to learn Navajo.

GROUND SQUIRRELS 

(ADOPTED FROM NORTH DAKOTA OUTDOORS) 

In the summer a ground squirrel breaths about 187 
times a minute. When he breaths he takes air into his 
lungs and lets it out. During hibrenation the ground 
squirrel breaths only from one to four times a minute. 

The squirrel's heart beats from 100 to 200 times a 
minute in summer. During hibernation it may beat only 
five times a minute. 

The normal temperature for the squirrel is 98° Fah¬ 
renheit. In hibernation the body temperature may go 
> down to 38° Fahrenheit. 
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
